SUBJECT:     "Round-up  on  Canning  Supplies"  -  Information  from  the  Bureau  of 

Human  Nutrition  and  Home  Economics,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture

When  famine  stalks  the  world... it  is  unbearable  to  think  of  any  food  going 
to  waste.    Certainly  none  of  us  will  want  to  let  any  of  the  good  fruits  and  vege- 
tables grown  these  coming  months  go  to  waste.    The  time-honored  way  of  saving  fooc 
is  to  can  it.    And  that's  what  homemakers  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States  will 
do  this  year. 

Home  canning  is  just  as  necessary  and  just  as  important  this  summer  as  it 
was  any  summer  during  the  war.    Every  jar  you  put  up  for  your  household  will  do 
its  bit  toward  making  the  world's  food  supply  go  around. 

Having  known  shortages  of  equipment  in  the  past... you  are  very  likely  asking 
--what  about  canning  supplies? 

Well ...  here ' s  a  round-up  report  on  home  canning  supplies.    It  comes  from 
home  economists  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

First  as  to  canners.    The  prospect  is  good.    Aluminum  ie  fairly  plentiful. 
The  enamelvare  industry  is  running  well  above  its  pre-war  production.    And  with 
aluminum  and  enamelware  in  good  supply... if  follows  that  you  should  have  no 
trouble  in  getting  a  pressure  canner  or  a  waterbath  canner. 

Next-- jars  and  tops.    Stocks  on  hand  are  greater  than  at  any  time  during 
the  war  or  before  the  war.    So  you  will  be  able  to  get  all  you  need. 

You  will  also  be  able  to  find  the  rubber  rings  you'll  need  for  canning.  And 
you'll  be  able  to  get  better  quality  rings  this  year.    Somewhat  more  natural 
rubber  is  being  uBed  in  the  rings  now. 
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Now  about  jars.    Do  plan  to  use  glass  jars  for  your  home  canning  this  year. 
The  supply  of  tin  for  cans  continues  to  be  scarce.    Chances  are  you  will  be  un- 
able to  get  tin  cans  for  the  canning  you  do  at  home. 

As  to  sugar .. .supplies  remain  short.    But  you  can  use  spare  ration  stamp 
number  9  to  get  sugar  for  home  canning. . .any  time  between  now  and  October  31» 
Only  one  additional  stamp  for  home  canning  sugar  will  be  issued  this  year.  But 
the  prospect  is  that  you  will  be  able  to  get  up  to  10  pounds  of  sugar  for  home 
canning  for  each  person  in  your  household.    You  can  put  up  a  lot  of  good  fruit 
with  that  much  sugar. 

So  that's  the  picture  of  home  canning  supplies  for  19^6.    It's  a  much 
brighter  picture  than  we  had  during  the  war  years.    And  with  the  need  for  food 
in  the  world  eo  great. . .every  home  canner  will  want  to  put  up  her  family's  share. 
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
